HE Manucodiata, or Bird of Paradiſe, for bigneſs and ſhape of 
Body, comes near to a Swallow: The Feathers inveſting it are of 
ſeveral Colours, very beautiful and lovely to behold: The Head 

like that of a Swallow, and large for the ſmallneſs of the Body; the 
Bill ſomewhat longer than that of the Swallow. No leſs than ten ſorts 
of Birds of Paradiſe are deſcribed by Naturaliſts; which ditter in Size, 
Figure, or Colour, from each other. There has been divers Stories deli- 
vered by the antient Authors concerning theſe Birds, that in former 
Ages were generally received and accepted for true, even by Men of 
Learning, which are now diſcovered to be Fables, and rejected and ex- 
ploded by all Men: Such as their wanting Feet and Legs; that they lived 
upon Celeſtial Dew; that they flew perpetually without any Intermiſſion, 
and took no reſt but on High in the Air, their Wings being ſpread; that 
they were never taken alive, but that they always fell down dead upon 
the Ground, &c. Theſe moſt beautiful Birds (as Aldrovandus reports) 
are called by the Inhabitants of the Molucca Iſlands, Manucodiate, 
that is God's Birds, and are had in great Eſteem and Veneration, They 
are called Birds of Paradiſe; both for the excellent Shape and Beauty of 
their Bodies, alſo becauſe where they are bred, whence they come, and 
whither they betake themſelves, is altogether unknown, ſince they are 
only found dead upon the Earth; ſo that the Vulgar imagine them to 
drop out of Heaven, or Paradiſe, all which things are now ſufficiently 
known to be falſe and fabulous both by Eye Witneſſes, and by the Birds 
themſelves brought over entire. As for that Particular of their wanting 
Legs, theſe Birds are well known to have their Legs ſtrong and armed 
with crooked Talons, as being the Members of Birds of Prey. They are

FI is a Bird peculiar to France, where there is not a Countryman but 
knows it, at leaſt by the Name. It is fo called, not becauſe it is a 
Water Bird, but becauſe it fits on the Ground like the Vater-Ducl, but 
it hath no Similitude or Agreement with Water-Fowl, being a Land- 
Bird; it is of the bigneſs of a Pheaſant; the Head, faving the bigneſs, 
reſembling a ails, the Bill a Pulle?'s. It is more known by its Name 
than by its Shape: for they have a Country-Proverb againſt ſuſpicious 
Perſons, wherein they ſay, that they play the Land-Duck. It is taken 
in Plains and open Fields, as they take Partridges, in Snares, with 
Nets, and alſo with Hawks; but it is very crafty in defending and ſhifting 
for itſelf, flying near the Ground with great Force and Swiftneſs for 
two or three hundred Paces, and then alights, running ſo ſwiftly, that 
ſcarce any Man can overtake it. It hath only three Toes on each Foot, 

like the Bu//ard; the Head, Back and Wings are of a yellowiſh brown, 
variegated with black and white, the Breaſt, Belly and Thighs were pa- 
ler, inclining to white, the Legs and Feet cinereous; all its interior 
parts are as in other granivorous Birds; it is reckoned among the delicate 
Birds, and efteemed as good Meat as the Pheaſant. It feeds on all ſorts 
of Grain, and upon Aus, Beetles, and Flies, and alfo on the Leaves of 
green Corn. This Bird ſeems not to have been mentioned by the An- 
tients; I had it out of the Collection of Sir Thomas Lowther.

HIS Pigeon weighed thirteen Ounces; was in length from the Bill 
to the Tail end thirteen Inches, in breadth twenty ſix. 

Its Bill was ſlender, ſharp-pointed and indifferently long, about the 
Noſtrils ſoft and whitiſh, by the aſperſion of a kind of furfuraceous Sub- 
ſtance, elſe dusky : The Tongue neither hard, nor cloven, but ſharp and 
ſoft; the Irides of the Eyes red, the Legs and Feet red, the Claws black. 

The Head was of a pale blew; the Neck as it was diverſely objected 
to the Light, did exhibit to the Beholder various and ſhining Colours. 
The Crop was reddiſh, the reſt of the Breaſt and Belly aſh coloured; 
the Back beneath and a little above the Rump was white, (which is a Note 
common to moſt Wild Pigeons) about the Shoulders cinereous, elſe 
black, yet with ſome Mixture of cinereous. The number of plume 
Feathers in each Wing was about twenty three or twenty four, of theſe 
the outmoſt were dusky, of the reſt as much as was expoſed to ſight 
black, what was covered with incumbent Feathers cinereous. The co- 
vert Feathers of the ten firſt Remiges were of a dark cinereous; the reſt. 
of the covert Feathers (almoſt to the Body) dark, the tips and exterior Webs, 
were cinereous, the interior black, the covert Feathers of the under ſide 
of the Wings purely white. 

The Tail was made up of twelve Feathers, four Inches and a half 
long, the middlemoſt being ſomewhat longer than the extremes; the 
tips of all were black, the reſt wholly cinereous. 

It had a great Craw full of Grumil Seed. The blind Guts very ſhort, 
ſcarce exceeding a quarter of an Inch; it hath (as we ſaid of Pigeons 
in general) no Gall Bladder, and lays but two Eggs at a time; thoſe

{ſmalleſt of all Pigeons, and the ſmaller Rill the better : 
It has a Range of Feathers inveſted quite over the hinder 
part of the Head, which reaches down on each fide of the 
Neck to the Shoulders of the Wings, and forms a kind 
of Frier's. Hood: from hence this Pigeon has its Name 
Jacobine, becauſe the Fathers of that Order all wear Hoods 
to cover their- bald Crowns; hence the upper part of this 
Range is called the Hood; and the ore compact theſe Fea- 
thers are, and the cloſer to the Head, ſo much the more 


this Bird; is eſteemed. The lower part of this Range of 


Feathers is called by us the Chain, but by the Dutch it is 


called the Cravat; the Feathers of this Chain ought to be 
long and cloſe, ſo that if you ſtrain the Neck a little, by 
taking hold of the Bill, the two ſides will lap over each 
other in ſome of the beſt; but there are very few now to be 
found in Eugland compleat. The Jucobine ought to have a 
very ſhort Bill, the ſhorter the better, and a clean pearl Eye; 

as for their Colours there are reds, yellows, ' blews, blacks 
4 mottles; but be the Colours what they will, they ought 
to have a clean white Head, white Feet and white Tail. 
Of theſe Pigeons ſome are feather legg'd and footed, others 
are not, and both ſorts are equally eſteem'd, according to 
the various Inclination of different Fancies.

T is as big as the common Pigeon, it weighed fourteen Ounces and 

a half; its length was fourteen Inches, breadth, when the Wings 

were extended, twenty ſix. The Colour and Shape of the Body 
almoſt like the common Pigeon; the Bill ſlender and of equal length, 
and of a pale red Colour. The Top of the Head is cinereous, the Neck 
covered with changeable Feathers, which, as they are variouſly objected 
to the Light, appear of a purple, blew, and ſhining green; no Silk like 
them. The fore part of the Breaſt, the Shoulders and Wings are daſhed 
with purpliſh or red-wine Colour, whence it took the Name (Oeras); 
the Wings, Shoulders, and middle of the Back are of a dark aſh Colour, 
the reſt of the Back to the Tail of a paler; all the Quill-Feathers (ex- 
cept the four or five outmoſt, which are all over black, with light Ed- 
ges) have their lower part cinereous, and their upper black, the Tail is 
five Inches long, made up of twelve Feathers, having their upper part 
cinereous, their lower, for one third of their length, black, the nether 
{ide of the Body, excepting the upper part of the Breaſt, is all cinereous; 
the Wings cloſed, reach not to the end of the Tail; in. both Wings on 
the upper Row of Coverts are two black Spots on the outſide the Shafts, 
and not far from the tips of the Feathers; the Legs and Feet are -red, 
the Claws black, the blind Guts very ſhort. It had no Gall Bladder: 
It had a large Craw full of Gromil Seeds, &c. and a muſculous Stomach, 
long Teſticles, and a long Breaſt-bone.

low; the ends of the Feathers red on the fide of the Neck; 
above the Scapular of the Wing was a broad Stripe of blew

T HEY were ſomething bigger than a ame Pigeon; the Bill long, 
of a dark aſh Colour; the Irides of the Eyes were red, the Head 
black, with a Caſt of blew; the Neck was adorned with long Feathers 
of various Colours, viz. blew, red, purple, and gold intermixt with a 
beautiful green; the Back was cloathed with broad Feathers of the ſame 
Mixture of Colours. 

The Scapular Feather of the Wing green; the three firſt Quill-Fea- 
thers blew, as was alſo three of the laſt Row of Coverts, the reſt of the 
Quills and Coverts were dusky, intermixed with brown and red. 

The Breaſt, Belly and Thighs of an obſcure brown Colour, the Legs 
and Feet of a dirty yellow, with dark brown Scales on their fore fides; 
the Tail was made up of twelve white Feathers of equal length. 

The Hen was much of the ſame Colours, but not ſo bright as thoſe 
of the Cock, nor the Feathers of the Neck ſo long; their Note was like 


the Cooing of a Pigeon; they fed on Rice in the Husk, a Quantity of 


which was brought over with them from the Iſlands of Mincombar 
near Pegu in India, where they are wild after the manner of our Wood 


Pigeon. Theſe Birds have a diſtemper incident to them, which is a 


Stone- growing in their Gizzard in the ſame manner as the Stone in the 
Gall of an Ox, one Coat upon another till it is ſo large as to ſtop it quite 
up and kill the Bird; I bought theſe two Birds by my Lord Pezre's 


Order, and preſented them to Sir Hans Sloane; who has them now in 


his Poſſeſſion; they were brought over from India in the beginning of

HE Long-Tail-Humming Bird is the leaſt of all the Species of this Kind of 

Birds, of which Naturaliſts reckon nine different Sorts, and the leaſt that we 
know of found upon our Globe; its Bill is a little more than an Inch long, of a yel- 
lowiſh Colour, the Pupil of the Eye black, the Irides yellow, the top of the Head 
and Back of a dusky green inclining to a blew, with dark Shades; the Throat, Breaſt 
and Belly of a beautiful green, the Edges of the Feathers of a beautiful yellow inter- 
mixt with gold, the Wings of a duſky red, or copper Colour, with a Mixture of gold; 
the Feathers of its Tail were of the ſame Mixture of the Wings, only darker ; theſe, 
Birds move their Wings with that ſwiftneſs as hardly to be diſcerned by the Eye, dar- 
ting themſelves here and there in a Moment; it will alſo poiſe itſelf by the help of 
its Wings for a long ſpace of time in the Air, as if it reſted and ſtirred not, and ſo 
being on the Wing, ſuck the Flowers with its Bill, for it lights not upon them, 
which I have obſerved them to do many times in Jamaica; our Bee moth imitates the 
Actions of this Bird the moſt of any thing in Nature by its ſwift flying, darting and 
hovering on the Wing when it ſucks the Flowers. 
This Bird I had by the Name of the Mango Bird, which TI believe to be an impoſed 
Name: It is one of the Humming Birds; the Head, Back and Wings were a mixture 
of copper Colour, red and gold interchangeably mixt, very beautiful to behold; the 
Breaſt, Belly and Thighs were a velvet black intermixt with a ſhining green; the Tail 
is a little more than an Inch long; the Feathers of a mixt Colour, of blew, red and 
green ; the Bill and Legs are of a blewiſh Colour. In the year 1701, when I was at 
Jamaica, I took one of theſe Birds in the duſk of the Evening with her Neſt, which 
was built with Cotton in the Branches of the Phyſick-nut Trees growing in that 
Iſland, in which was two ſmall white round Eggs as big as Peas; the long tail'd Bird

hazel Colour; the Creſt-Feathers are blacker than the reſt, and almoſt 
an Inch long, which he can ere& or lower at pleaſure; the Back 
is more cinereous and leſſer ſpotted than in the common Lark, the 
Rump almoſt wholly deſtitute of Spots. 

The prime Feathers of the Wings are in number eighteen, beſides the 
outmoſt very ſhort and ſmall one, the outward Vane of the firſt Pinion 
Feather is of a dirty white, inclining to yellow, the reſt are not ſo black 
as in the common Lark, and have ſome mixture of a pale red even in 
their lower part; the Breaſt and Belly are white, with a daſh of yel- 
low; the Throat ſpotted as in the common Lark; The Tail is two Inches 
and a quarter long, made up of twelve Feathers, the two outmoſt of 
which have their exterior Borders white, with a daſh of red, the reſt 
black, the third and fourth are wholly black; the fifth and ſixth of the 
ſame Colour of the Body. 

It differs from the common Lark, firſt in Bigneſs, ſecondly in the 
Creſt, thirdly in the Colour of the Back, which is leſs ſpotted, and not 
ſo beautiful, fourthly the Tail not ſo long, fifthly in that it ſoars not fo 
much in the Air, and when it mounts up ſtays not ſo long there, ſixthly 
that it flies not in Flocks as they do, laſtly (as Aldrovandus obſerves)

under the black on the fide of the Head white, the Neck cinereous; the Back, Wings 
and upper fide of the Tail of a duſky Colour inclining to green. 

The Tail is made up of twelve Feathers two Inches and a half long, a little forked, 
the nether part of the Neck, Breaſt and Belly are of a light aſh Colour inclining to 
white; the Bill ſtreight and black: the Tongue cloven and rough; the Legs and Feet 
are of a lead Colour, the Claws black; the outmoſt Toe below is faſtned to the mid- 
dlemoſt, The Head of the Female is of a brown or cheſnut Colour, rather than 
black.

of Trouble that he can raiſe himſelf upon the Branches, becauſe of the 
extraordinary length of his Wings; but when he has once taken his 
Flight, he keeps his Wings extended almoſt without Motion or Fatigue; 
if ſometimes the Weight of the Rain or Violence of the Winds force 
him, he mounts above the Clouds beyond Sight, in the middle Region 
of the Air; and when he is at the higheſt he does not forget where he 
is, but remembers the place where the Dolphin gives chaſe to the flying 
Fiſh, and then he throws himſelf down like Lightning; not ſo as to 
ſtrike upon the Water, for then it would be difficult for him to riſe 
again; but when he comes within twelve or fourteen Paces he makes a 
large Turn, and lowering himſelf, as it were inſenſibly, till he comes to 


skim the Waters where the Chace is given; in paſſing he takes up the little 
Fiſh, either with his Bill or Talons. 


He has great red Gills under his Throat, like our Engliſb Cocks, which 
do not appear but in the old ones, the Females have none; they are whiter

T is alſo called the AMbitroſs; the Scull is four Inches long, and four 
1 and a quarter high; the length of the Bill ſeven, two and a half high, 
and one and a half broad: the upper Beak is hollow and compoſed 

of ſix Bones, the uppermoſt, whereof is four Inches and a half long, above 


half an Inch high, and convex; the middlemoſt on each fide are alſo four 


Inches long, and about one eighth of an Inch thick; the lowermoſt above 
five Inches long and three quarters thick; their Edges are furrowed with 
oblique and deep Grooves both before and behind; all theſe five Bones are 
reſimated or bended upward with ſome reſemblance to a Saddle; the 
ſixth is a wonderful ſtrong Bone, crooked exactly like the Bill of a Par- 
rot, and hollow; by the Bow almoſt three Inches, and near an Inch 
over. Its Edges are very keen and ſtanding out with two ſharp or pointed 
Angles. The Noſtrils are three quarters of an Inch long, and almoſt 
two Inches before the Eyes. The nether Beak is compoſed of three Bones, 
the two hinder four Inches long, near an Inch high, and bended anſwer- 
able to thoſe of the upper Beak. Their Edges are cut with deep Furrows: 
The third at the end of the Beak is hollow, above an Inch long, and 
near as high: Its Edges are ſharp and hard, and exceedingly convex or 


bended downward; underneath a round and ſharp Pin grows out from 


it in a level towards the Scull, near an Inch and a half long; the Shape 
of its Bill ſhews it to be a Bird of Prey living moſtly on Fiſh, which it 
takes from the Bird called the Booby, who is very dextrous in catching 
the Flying Fiſh, when hunted or chaſed by the Dolphins; as ſoon as the 
Booby. has taken ſome of them, the Man of War comes down with 
great Swiftneſs upon him, the other Bird immediately diſgorges the Fiſh, 
which the Man of Yar catches before it falls into the Water: This I 
have ſeen them do often when I was in the Indian Seas, This Bill I 
had from Dr. Douglas.

The Legs are long and bare above Knee; the Membrane 
connecting the Toes reaches as far as the firſt Joint on the 
outſide of the Foot, not on the inſide; the young ones 
when they want Meat make a Noiſe not unhke Herons;

The Birds frequent Fens, Lakes, and Sea Shores; into 
theſe Waters they run, intent upon their Prey, ſometimes 
diving under Water, maintaining themſelves by fiſhing; its 
Fleth hath a very unſavoury and fiſhy Taſte. 

All Storks make a chattering or ſnapping noife with their 
Bills, by clapping one Mandible nimbly againſt the other; 
they are ſaid to hve only in Republicks and free States; but 
that is falfe, they having been found in the Ternvoaics of ſe-

This Bird is called Demoi/elles by reaſon of certain ways of acting that 
it has, wherein it ſeems to imitate the Geſtures of a Woman who affects 
a Grace in her Walking, Obeiſances, and Dancing. This Reſemblance 
muſt be thought to have ſome reaſonable Ground, ſeeing that for above 
two thouſand Years the Authors who have treated of this Bird have de- 


ſigned it by this Particularity of the Imitation of the Geſtures and Be- 


haviour of Men. Ariftozle gives to it the Name of Actor or Comedian. 
Pliny calls it Paraſite and Dancer. Aenopbon ſays that the Method 
which Fowlers make uſe of to take theſe Birds is by rubbing their Eyes 
in their Preſence, with Water put into Veſſels which they carry away, 
leaving ſuch Veſſels filled with Glue wherewith theſe Birds glue their 
Feet and Eyes, when they endeavour to imitate what they have ſeen 
others do.

TI Porphyrio is a kind of Water Hen; its Body is all over of a 
fine purple Colour, the Tail of a whitiſh aſh Colour; its Bill, 
Legs and Feet are of a ſcarlet red, the Claws black; Pliny ſays that 
when it drinks it ſeems to bite the Water ; and hath this Property by 
himſelf, to dip and whet his Meat now and then in Water, and then 
with its Foot inſtead of a Hand, to reach it to its Bill; the beſt of this 
kind, he ſays, are in Comagene; it hath three long Toes and one ſhort 
back Toe, two forward, and one long Toe behind; the ſhort Toe 
above it as it is drawn in the Plate ſeems to be of no uſe; Mr. Willougb- 
by (in his Ornithology) ſays, neither Geſner nor Aldrovandus, nor him- 
ſelf had ever ſeen this Bird, but Pictures of it only, and ſeeing that the 
Pictures do much vary, and none of thoſe that have compiled Hiſtories 
of Animals, do profeſs themſelves to have ſeen the Porphyrio; we ſome- 


times doubted whether there were any ſuch Bird in Nature, eſpecially 


ſeeing ſome of thoſe things which the Ancients attribute to it, as (for 
example) that it hath five Toes on each Foot, are without doubt falſe 
and fabulous; but becauſe all the Pictures of it do agree in the Figure 
of its Bill, Legs and Feet, and ſome other Parts, we have now changed 
our Minds, and are more apt to believe the affirmative, viz. that there 
is ſuch a Bird as they picture; let others (ſays he) who have the hap to 
ſee it deſcribe it more exactly, and ſo remove all Doubts and Scruples 
concerning this matter out of the Minds of 'the Learned and Curious.

T is ſomething larger than the tame Duck, the Bill of 
a yellowiſh brown, the Irides of the Eyes of a fine red, 
the Head and Neck of a duſky green, the Back a dark 
purple with a Mixture of blew, the Edges of the Feathers 
red, the Breaſt a dutky brown, the exterior Edges of each 
Feather red, the lower Belly brown, the ſcapular Feathers 
green, ſome edged with red; the upper Scapulars duſky 
with a Mixture of blew, as was alſo the firſt Row of Co- 
verts, and all the Quilts their Edges red; the ſecond Row 
of Coverts green, the Legs and Feet orange Colour ; this 
Bird was of fo ſhining a beautiful Colour, as cannot right- 
ly be expreſſed in Words: The Breed came firft from 
Madagaſcar in Eaft India, and was in the Poſſeſſion of a 
Merchant at Ponders End near Enfield, who was ſo good 
as to let me have ſome of the Breed to oblige ſome Gen- 
tlemen that had a mind to them.

bs Bill was green with a browniſh Caſt, the Irides 
| of the Eyes white, the Top of the Head black; from 
the upper Baſe of the Bill a white Line ſurrounds the top 
of the Head under the black, the reſt of the Head 1s of a 
dark Colour, intermixt with green and red, which accord- 
ing to the Reflection of the Light makes it look very beau- 
tiful; its Neck was variegated with black and white Fea- 
thers, the Breaſt and Belly white, the ſides of the Belly un- 
der the Wings, the Thighs and Vent of a dark Colour 
inclining to black; the Wing feathers brown, their exterior 
Edges white. ELLE TIED 

The Back was dark with a Mixture of Rainbow Colours 
as on the Head, the Legs and Feet of a duſky yellow; this 
Bird carries itſelf more upright than any elſe of the Duck 
Kind in its walking, and for that reaſon they give it the 
Name of the upright Duck.

Kinds, that we know of, viz. the ſmall common ſort, frequent in 
England; another ſort about one fourth bigger than the common 
with large double Ears about an Inch and a halt long; and a third 
Kind brought from the Indies, one of which is now in the Poſſeſſion 
of Mr. Dandridge, whoſe Body is twelve Inches long, breadth, when 
the Wings were expanded, two Foot, its Head and Neck reſembling a 
Fox both in Colour and Shape, the reſt of the Body and Wings black. 
This is the largeſt I ever ſaw: In the ſmall ones there is no remarkable 
Difference, but the ſize of their Parts, Theſe Animals partake of the 
four-footed Kind in the Make of the Head, which agrees with thoſe of 
the Mouſe or Rat kind; the ſhape of the Trunk of their Bodies like- 
wiſe is much the ſame; and are both covered with Hair: They alſo 
bring forth their young ones perfectly formed, like the four-footed kind, 
and give them fuck. They partake of the Bird kind in having only 
two Legs, beſides the Hooks at the Pinions of their Wings: they have 
the Power of flying, the Note or Voice of theſe Animals is between 
the chirping of Birds, and the cry of four-footed Beaſts; it is ſaid the 
Batt ſleeps all the Winter in Holes of old Houſes and Walls; it very 
rarely appears in the Day time, but flies in the Dusk of the Evening 
only; the Wings of a Batt are wonderful ſtrange, conſiſting of one intire 
Skin, webb d together like the Feet of Water-Fowl; the Claws or Hooks 
on the tops of the Wings this Creature makes uſe of, to hang by to 
any thing it is minded; whilſt it is either feeding, or ſleeping &c. 
It feeds on Bacon, Chee/e, &c. This I had from Sir Robert Abay, 
which he found with ſeveral more in a hollow Tree in his Park.
